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handful of goats hair for the ſervice of the 

tabernacle was accepted“; and, in the New- 
Teſtament, the poor widow's caſting but two mites into 
the treaſury, is recorded to be kept in remembrance 
to the end of time d. There alſo we are told, that the 
God of angels was not diſpleaſed with the hoſannas of 
children ?. He changeth not 4. The praiſes of ſuch 
are ſtill equally acceptable; and out of their mouths, 
He hath not only perfected praiſe*®, but ordained 
ſtrengthf: He is not only pleaſed with their liſping 
out nis glorys, but HE will make them of uſe to nis 
cauſe; for there is no reſtraint with Him to work by 
many or by few?, by the mighty or by the feeble; 
ſeeing he can give ſtrength to them that have no 
mighti: yea, He chuſeth to work by the weak things 
and by the fooliſh things*, that He may thus ſtain all 
human glory, and the pride of created beauty, wiſdom

be 41s own, both in the affairs of providence and of 
grace®, Thus He uſed rams horns to throw down 
ſtrong walls“: He made a weak woman conqueror 
over an experienced general, both in the caſe of Siſera 
and in that of Abimelecho. Through Him, a ruddy 
ſhepherd boy flew a lion and a bear, and the more 
dreadful monſter who frightened the armys of 1/rael?, 
as eaſily as the former ſcattered his timorous ſheep, 
He can make as good wine with pure water, as with 
the blood of the grape ; and as good eye-ſalve of clay, 
as of the apothecary's ointment", He teacheth worms 
to threſh mountains*; and the reputed fon of the car- 
penter can, of bruiſed reeds, make pillars for the tem- 
ple of his Gop*, As I then know that He can ſend 
by whom He will ſend; that He can make the lame 
to run of his errands, and teach the tongue of the 
ſtammerer to ſpeak plainly for Him, inſtead of ſaying, 
« Lok, I cannot ſpeak, I am a child®;” I would 
cry out, Open, THov, my mouth, that I may ſhew 
forth TH praiſe,” I deſire only that my Gop may 
be glorifyed; and with that view have I conſented to 
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this publication.

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For theſe five or fix years I have amuſed myſelf at 
times with attempting to write poetry (if I may call 
what I have written by that name) and above four 
years ago the Lox p called me by nis grace. (I know 
no humility in queſtioning it, or in ſhamming to queſ- 
tion it; I neither bought is love, nor ſo much as 
ſought it; nor can I account for it any other way than 
this: ** He hath mercy on whom He will have 
mercy *; and ſo He had mercy on me: Therefore I 
ought to own it, and I will, that he may get praiſe*; 
for nothing can more ſhew the exceeding riches of nis 
grace, than nis chuſing ſuch a one as me. I did not 
chuſe HiM*, nor ever ſhould ; nay, but I loved idols, 
and after them I would go; I had gone after them to 
hell, if CarisT would have let me; but He had 
choſen me, and would not let the devil nor (a worſe 
enemy than all the devils in hell, He would not let 
my - ) e pluck me out of nis hands*, Therefore 
having been ordained to eternal life, I was enabled to 
believe; and He, who is the everlaſting Father, having 
put me among the ſons, ſent forth is SIR Ir into 
mine heart, to work all his works in mee.) Since 
that time, my poems have been chiefly on religious 
ſubjects; ſome of which having been ſeen by ſeveral 
Chriſtian friends, who have ſignifyed their approbation

perſuaded to conſent. 


The principles upon which I go, and which I hope 
by the grace of Gop eternally to abide by, are—That 
the triune JEHOVAH, having made all things for 
HIMSELF, and having an undoubted right to do what 
He will with nis own creatures, governeth them all 
according to his predetermined plan%—That as to 
mankind, He hath choſen a remnant, whom He hath 
loved with an everlaſting loves. Which love and 
choice was not made on account of any ſeen or foreſeen 
excellence in the objects of it; who were choſen, not 
becauſe they were, or becauſe they would be, but that 
they might be holyf, That all mankind falling in 
Adam, the reſt were left in this ruin; and, being ut- 
terly unable to extricate themſelves out of it, the non- 
ele are for wilful ads of unbelief condemned and 
periſhs, But Gov's elect alone are delivered from the 
curſe due to all men, by their Gop and Savior Jesus 
CHR1sT, who entered into a covenant with the FAT HER 
and Se1R1T for them; wherein He gave his word and 
oath, that He would be their head and ſurety; and,

preſented before Gop, with exceeding joy, and without 
ſpot®. All which He finiſhed in the fulneſs of time, 
being born of a virgin, made under the law, and at 
length not only dying the cruel and curſed death of 
the croſs, but nis ſoul being made an offering for ſin, 
He being made fin and a curſe for us i. After which 
Hz teſtifyed the perfection of his ſatisfaction, by urs 
riſing from the dead, and aſcending to the right hand 
of Gop, where He ever ſitteth to make interceſſion for 
nis people k. That all mankind are utterly abominable 
in the ſight of Gop, not only as the ſin of their firſt 
father is juſtly imputed to them, but as they derive 
from him, and bring into the world with them, a ſinful 
nature, whereby they are inclined ta evil alone, and ta 
all evil, and are the ſubjects of a total contrariety and 
enmity to holineſs!: which enmity nothing can ſubdue, 
which depravity nothing can change, or produce in

in H1s everlaſting love, in nis blood, rs righteouſ- 
neſs, and every bleffing, which through HIM flows 
to His people — All who think well of Cutis r, 
who would gladly take a whole CHRIST for their own 
(by a whole CHRIST, I mean Cunts r as King to rule 
over them, as well as Prieſt to atone for them) may and 
ought to be encouraged to believe Him to be their 
own P, without being ſet to get ſuch or ſuch a meaſure 
of legal repentance and fitneſs for CHRIS r (as ſome 
m 1 Cor, 2.

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talk) before they may come to Him ; ſeeing Cnrrsr 
alone can give repentance, and the only good repent- 
ance is produced by a ſenſe of ulis dying love 4 — 
Trae believers, after calling, though they have the ha- 
bit of faith, may often want the lively a&s thereof ; 
yet is aſſurance a bleſſing that many are favored with, 
and the more true comfort a Chriſtian hath, the more 
holineſs will he have r; but abſolute perfection is not 
attainable by any one in this life“: yea, the eleR, 


after calling, may fall foully, though never ſhall one 


finally, or even totally t; if this could happen, Carr 
muſt be an eternal loſer, for who could pay back, not 
gold, nor filver, nor worlds, but blood and foul-rend- 
ing pangs, occaſioned by the wrath of an infinite 
Gop ? and therefore, wherever in conſequence of nts 
eternal love, the Lord hath given grace in the leaſt 
degree, He will carry on nis work, and crown all 
with glory u. 


Theſe, I ſay, are the principles which my ſoul loveth, 
and would pray eternally to adhere to: if there be one 
word contrary to, or inconſiſtent with them, ſlipped

inadvertently 
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inadrertzntly into theſe poems, with my whole ſoul 
and ſpirit would I retract and diſavow it, as not ac- 
cording to the law and the teſtimony. 


I only add the following poems are placed in chro- 
nological order, as they were compoſed : ſome of them 
written three or four years ago, in which I have made 
but little alteration. I am very ſenſible that the youth 
and the ſmall abilitys of the writer will be plainly 
diſcoverable—So be it—what is here is my own— 
none elſe may claim the bad ; and whatever is other- 
wiſe is mine, though the praiſe is not, for the Loxp 
my Gop brought it to me *. If He bleſs this to any, 
the meaneſt of His children, it is enough. As to 
manner, I have not aimed to pleaſe critics ; as to 
matter, I have not feared to diſpleaſe Arminians. If 
the plain children of Gop, (in whoſe account the ex- 
perimental ſweetneſs of Erſtine or Davis is far pre- 
ferable to the ſublimity of Million) are either pleaſed 
or profited, let them help me to give the praiſe to 
their maſter, for the honor put upon His and their

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P. S. I would here beg leave to add a few words more 
particularly concerning the time of juſtification, as ſome lines 
in the following eſſays, eſpecially No. 117, expreſs a little 
difference of judgment from ſome Chriſtians, whom (be 
they ever ſo good or great) I cannot entirely agree with in 
this point, till I am convinced that the ſcriptures of God arg 
on their ſide; I mean ſuch who hold, that a man is in 20 


ſenſe jaſtifyed til] he believe. 


Perhaps many worthy Calviniſit, would not ſo angrily 
have oppoſed (what I account) the evident truth, but for 
want of making ſome eaſy and proper diſtinctions, ſuch like 
as are abſolutely requiſite to reconcile many apparently op- 
polite, but really conſonant paſſages in the Bible. Some 
ſuch are certainly neceſſary in treating of juſtification ; elſe 
a man muſt either cleave to Paul, and utterly reject James; 
or elſe he muſt ſet up James in oppoſition to Paul: whereas, 
if we underſtand the one, when he ſays abſolutely, © a man 
is juſtifyed by faith without the deeds of the law“, to be 
ſpeaking of juſtification in the ſight of Gad, and the other 
who declares, “a man is juſtified by works 1, to be ſpeak+ 
ing of juſtification in the ſight of the world, which is the 
only proof and certain conſequence of the former, we ſhall 
find both cordially harmonize. Now the very word juſtify, 
requires a threefold diſtinction to be made, as itſelf hath a 
threefold import, wiz. to make righteaus, which is its literal, 
meaning; to account righteous, in which it is often uſed in 
ſcripture ; and taken in a forenſic ſenſe it ſignifys to declare

a perſon 
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a perſon to be righteous*. The ſame diſtinction is requiſite, 
if we conſider the Author of our juſtification: in the firſt 
ſenſe, it is the peculiar work of Gop the Son; in the ſecond, 
It is eſpecially, though not excluſively to be aſcribed to the 
FATHER ; and, taken in the laſt ſenſe, it is mainly, though 
not excluſively the office of the HoLY SPIRIT“. Hence 
we are ſaid in different places to be juſtifyed by grace; by 
CHRIST, His chbedience, His blood; and, in others, by the 
SPIRIT and by faith. And here I would obſerve, that mak. 
ing righteous, and accounting righteous, Muſt precede declaring 
any one rizhteous; alſo the particular work of the FATHER 
and Sox precedes the particular work of the Spiktr, for 
which reaſon juſtification is ſometimes ſpoke of as paſt, at 
others as future, 


But again, Paul ſays expreſsly, that a man is “ juſtifyed 
by faith r, (ſome indeed would read the words, therefore 
being juſtifyed, by faith we have peace with Gop,”* but the 
tranſpoſing of the comma is needleſs.) This phraſe might 
be uſed chiefly of declarative juſtification, but however it 
may well comprehend much more. I conceive juſtification 
by faith may be conſidered as threefold, (I hope it will be 
excuſed if I enlarge here a little) there is,

Which is either, 1. Pleadable, by the habit of faith (I mean 
by the habit of faith, that habitual eſteem for CHRIST, 
and diſpoſition of the ſoul to take Him for its own, which 
is wrought therein at regeneration, and which at the worſt 
of times cannot be totally loſt.) 2. Senfible, by the acts of 


faith (by the acts of faith, I mean the lively exerciſe of 


that grace, whereby I am made ſenſible of that right to look 
upon CHRIST as my own, which I had when firſt called, 
but of which JI may at times be ignorant, and call it in 
queſtion, through temptation and unbelief.) Now the im- 
plantation of the habit of faith, gives me a right to believe 
myſelf juſtifyed ; and the drawing forth of faith-into exer- 
ciſe, gives me the knowledge of that right, Thus is a man 
juſtifyed by faith, z. e. in the ſight of his own conſcience 
before the implantation of which grace, though an ele& 
perſon is clear in the ſight of God, he can not know it, nor 
has any right to believe himſelf either juſtifyed or elected. 


As we ever aſſert this, it appears, thoſe who charge our 


doctrin with a licenticus tendency, do lye, eſpecially as we 
maintain, 


Thirdly, That there will follow an OPEN AND PUBLIC 
JUSTIFICATION IN THE SIGHT OF THE WORLD, BY 
THE FRUITS OF FAITH, Whereever there is true faith 
wrought in the ſoul, it will appear and ſhew itſelf by works, 
thereby manifeſting to the world the right, which every ſub- 
ject of it hath, to believe himſelf juſtifyed. For as Richardſon 
(that good, Antinomian, falſely ſo called) well ſays “ Fire 


mall as ſoon ceaſe to burn, as ſuch ſhall ceaſe to obey 
| Gop *.“ 
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God “.“ Vital faith will ſhew itſelf by works; and the 
ſtronger a believer's faith is, the more will he ſeek to glo- 
rify GoD : though it muſt be owned, that many imper- 
fections attend the beſt in this life, yet in the weakeſt Chriſ- 
tian, at the worſt of times, an holy nature will produce 
holy volitions f. Though CarisT's ſheep, through weak - 
neſs, may fall into the mire of ſin, they will not, like ſwine, 
fwallow in it; fin is their greateſt plague : and this may be 
their comfort, that though grace conſiſts not in the eradica- 
tion of Juſt, but in the implantation of another principle z 
nor is the old man deſtroyed by amputation, but by a gra- 
dual weakening in every part, (in ſome more perhaps, and 
in others leſs, but) not one limb is totally deſtroyed till 
death; yet it is certain, that his days are numbered and 
ſhall be finiſhed ; he ſhall never recover of the wound given 
him in regeneration ; though he ſeem at times to revive, his 
revivals are like thoſe of one in dying agonys, as after he 
hath ſome time been lying ſtill and quiet, wholly ſpent, and 
but juſt able to draw breath, it may be, the diſorder fud- 
denly gets into his head, he revives, he raves, and is ſtronger 
than when in health, fix or ſeven men can ſcarce hold him; 
but his ſtrength is an unſound ſtrength, ſoon gone, and then 
he is weaker than ever, it is only a ſure token of approach- 
ing death: ſo it is often with a believer's corruptions. 


But I have rather wandered from my ſabje&t.—T return 
to it only to add, that if any one would ſee what is far-
